What is now wanted in our country, is a party 
whose creed shall be composed of the three ele¬ 
ments of Christian civilization : Nationality—Hu¬ 
manity—Equality. Our country can only be pro¬ 
tected from dissolution by the adoption of such a 
creed. If the Republican party cannot see this, 
cannot understand this, is not prepared to mareh 
forward in this direction— it must die! Then 
half-inglorious tomb will have to be inscribed 
Died foe want of Common Sense. 

I would rather the Republican party became 
wise ’ere it is too late. To turn its present ma¬ 
chinery to noble purposes would save time, trouble, 
and redeem its many blunders.

Charleston, S. C., Sept. 16th, 1867. 

It is September. Summer, especially here, has 
lazily lapsed into Autumn, as though there was no 
season for anything, and nothing in any 
It is much the same with reconstruction. It has 
had its seed time and its season for growth, and yet 
it is fruitless. Autumn has blundered in, to be 
succeeded only by a more gloomy Winter of dis¬ 
quietude and defeat. We should have no hope, 
only that if we must pass through the same vi 
situdes again and again, each passage makes 
the less; and if we must blunder and stumble yet 
fatally, it is on the chilly, icy passage from 
December to May. The Almighty has decreed; 
and a proper and righteous reconstruction will 
come, ii not through a bigoted, besotted President, 
or a timid, time-serving Congress, still it will come 
in spite of both. But we may not have regarded 
with sufficient minuteness the law of compensation. 
We may have too often asked, “of what earthly 
use is Andrew Johnson’s forgetting that the more 
fetid and offensive the compost, the more rapid 
and rank will be the vegetation ? ” In fact, Andrew 
Johnson is just what is needed here. In cocoa nut 
countries, some of the little animals, in order to 
get at the meat, are compelled to clamber up with 
the fruit into some tall tree, and let it fall in order 
to crack its otherwise impenetrable shell. 

Andrew Johnson is bound to take this people up, 
but he is sure to let them 'fall. The higher he ele¬ 
vates them, the more effectual is the concussion 
produced. What if they had become reconstruct¬ 
ed two yearn ago, with all the bad blood in them 
which he has managed to let ? What boiling, and 
festering, and constant breaking out must have 
ensued ? What a loathsome anthrax they would 
have become upon the “ body politic ? ” But eveiy 
successive harvest of blasted hopes they reap at 
his hands makes them absolutely better, although 
they may appear relatively worse. It is old Pha¬ 
raoh times here right over again, though we have 
reason to believe the process will be less tedious, 
though equally effective. According to history, 
the Egyptions toughed it. out through the frogs, 
and the lice, and the flies, and the murrain, and 
the blains, and the hail, and the locusts, and the 
solid darkness, and the death even of the first horn 
of man and of the beasts, and only, succumbed at 
the collapsing billows of the Red Sea. But as if 
the infliction of Andrew Johnson upon this people 
not sufficient to bow their stubborn necks in a 
given time, Providence seems to be chiming in with 
powerful adjuncts to produce the desired results. 
First, the drought pinches the straggling crop ; 
then the flood overwhelms it; and finally the cater¬ 
pillar- appears as if, to devour the last blade, and 
with it the last element of strength and of hope to 
a proud and relentless race. 

Arrogance is not wont to blurt at the

PRESIDENT JOHNSON AND CONGRESS. 

A BB1TJSH VIEW OP THE SITUATION. 

From the London Times, Sept. 9. 

- * * President Johnson’s fatal mistake has 
always been the belief that in a time of peace he 
could exercise the same sway which was permitted 
to Mr. Lincoln in time of war. He resisted the 
attempt of Congress to regain its former preroga¬ 
tives, and the result has been that the Legislature 
has not only obtained back its own, but swallowed 
up all the constitutional privileges of the Execu¬ 
tive. The President is now, and will probably 
henceforth be, nothing more than the nominal 
Executive, the real power being absorbed by Congress. 
When the President is in entire accord with the 
majority, he will probably be allowed some liberty 
of action, but when he has alienated the ruling 
party from him, as Mr. Johnson has done, he is 
I reduced to an ignominious position. He is checked 
in everj movement, and his subordinates are his 
masters. The power which he was created to re¬ 
vise can negative his every act. He has to fill an 
office which has ceased to be regarded with respect, 
and the responsibility of which can no longer be 
regarded with honor. His office being thus de¬ 
graded, what can be anticipated from the efforts 
which the President is making to give it the au¬ 
thority and distinction which belonged to it in the 
early days of the Federation? Mr. Johnson be¬ 
lieves himself to be sheltered by an instrument now 
of comparatively small validity, and which is by 
the will of the people displaced by the legislation 
of Congress. Both Houses have agreed that the 
work of reconstructing the South belongs exclu¬ 
sively to them, aud whenever the President inter¬ 
poses, they inflict still more rigorous measures 
upon the excluded States.

merous branch of the State Legislature. ’ But thys 
clause, so far from reserving the whole matter of 
suffrage te the States, was itself an explicit regula¬ 
tion of the suffrage in the ease of electors for the 
national Legislature. It adopted the standard re¬ 
quired by the States in local elections, but it went 
no further. It established no principle. When 
the clause was under consideration in the Conven¬ 
tion, Gov. Moms proposed a substitute, limiting 
the right of suffrage to free-holders. This ques¬ 
tion was discussed at length on its merits, not at 
all with reference to the right or the expediency ot 
regulating suffrage in the States. The substitute 
was rejected because it was believed that such a 
limitation of the suffrage would endanger the 
adoption of Constitution. It was conceded by 
every one that suffrage in the States might be, or 
rather must be, regulated by the Convention with 
reference to national elections. The only question 
was whether a uniform rale should be prescribed 
for all the States ; or-Whether the diversities in the 
States should be recognized and conformed to. 
The latter method prevailed, rather as an expe¬ 
dient to secure the then uncertain favor of the 
States, than as an endorsement of their diversi- 

Tke second clause iu the Constitution relating to 
the qualifications of voters definitely confers upon 
Congress certain powers under which it misfit act 
in the present instance. It reads as 
“The times, places, and manner of holding elec¬ 
tions for Senators and Representatives shall be 
nseeeribed in aook.8ta.te by the Legislature there¬ 
of But the Congress may at any tame by law 
make or alter such regulations except as to tlm
